Medina County f ar me r s 
caught killing deer in an ef­ 
fort to protect their irrigated 
com crops will be prosecuted. 
That was the word 
last 
week Wednesday night from 
Bubba Reid of San A n t o n i o , 
district s u p e r v i s o r for the 
Parks and W i l d l i f e Depart­ 
ment. 
Reid issued the warning at 
a meeting of farmers c a l l e d 
by County Judge Jerome Deck­ 
er. The meeting was held in 
the district courtroom here , 
and drew an estimated 
40 to 
50 persons. 
There had been reports of 
heavy deer kill, especial!', i 
the Rio Medina area, by farm­ 
ers, Some estimates ran 
as 
high as 500 animals. 
As a result of the meeting. 
Decker chartered a bus 
to 
take area farmers to Austin for 
an audience with the governor 
yesterday (Wednesday) morn­ 
ing. 
Since the problem is drouth 
related, the group asked the 
governor if long term, low in­ 
terest loans could be secured 
to finance erection of deer 
fences. 
Because of the e x t r e m e 
drought, irrigated com fields 
are about the only t en d e r , 
green vegetation available for 
die county's heavy deer popu­ 
lation, Decker said. Prior to 
last deer season, there were 
more than GO,OOO deer in the 
county. 
" Deer from miles a r o u n d 
congregate in corn fields, and 
they’re destroying f a r m e r s ' 
crops," die judge said. 
However, Decker n o t e d , 
there arc Oui) two solotiousio 
die problem. One, he 
said, 
is a good rain, and the other 
is the erection of deer proof 
fencing. 
The latter, Decker e s t i ­ 
mated, costs from $1000 
to 
$1400 a mile. 
Shooting the animals, 
he 
said, is no solution. He said 
there are just too many deer, 
and more hungry 
animals 
come in replacing those kill­ 
ed. 
Nearby r a n c h e r s upon 
whose land the deer usually 
graze, look upon the animals 
as a cash crop, since some 8 , 
OOO deer hunters come in each 
year, leaving an estimated $2 


million in the county. 
Farmers, on die other hand, 
see the deer destroying t h e i r 
crops - their livelihood - and 
refuse to stand idly by. 
"You can discharge f i r e - 
arms into the air, and run the 
deer off," said Decker, " bu t 
they soon realize they're not 
going to be hurt, and go right 
on eating. 
"You can go into the field 
with a pickup, and run them 
off, but by the time you get 
to the other side of the Field, 
they'll be back." 
Anyone caught shooting 


deer out of season, depending 
upon the circumstances, can 
be fined from $1 to $200, and 
be sentenced up to 90 days in 
ja il, or both. 
An example of the destruc­ 
tion caused by the deer is the 
Joe Fohn farm north of Hondo 
on the Bandera highway. Fohn, 
who has killed no deer, Deck­ 
er said, is taking his lumps on 
235 acres of unfenced irrigat­ 
ed com. 
The crop, especially t ha t 
lying near adjoining brash land# 
has been pulled up by the roots 
by the famished deer in some 


portions of fields, and e a t e n 
down to a small stub in other 
areas. 
Each night, more of 
the 
fields are destroyed. 
Fohn said he e n t e r e d the 
field one night in his pick up, 
spooking the deer a g a i n s t a 
fence where they turned and 
ran by him. 
"There were over a h un ­ 
dred in the bunch that ran past 
m e," Fohn s a i d. 
He said 
some deer are bedding down 
in the corn field.

Frost nips some corn 


Com producers with freeze 
damage from the April 7 cold 
snap have Ireen a d v i s e d to 
treat their crops as normal by 
Glenn Bragg, Medina County 
agricultural agent. 


Bragg said the early April 
treeze damaged from 1000 to 
2000 acres of the county's es­ 


timated 20,000 
ac r e 
coni 
crop, 
"The freeze was spot ty, 
Bragg said, "and burned to a- 
bout an inch of tire ground in 
low spots." 
He said it may I* necessa­ 
ry to shred tire tops of corn 
plants in one to two weeks to 
uke off tire damaged portion. 


However, he warned farm­ 
ers not to shred so far down as 
to damage the cassie still en­ 
closed in tire stalk, 
"They can determine how 
far down to shred," Bragg ad­ 
vised, "by splitting thr ee or 
four plants down tire middle to 
check on tire ta sale. 
"If they like, t hey 
can 


call me and I'll c o m e and 
look at the plants,’ 
Bragg said it is not advisa­ 
ble to replant. He said 
that 
while the freeze will 
reduce 
yields, producers will still get 
more income from 
treating 
their crop as Hernial than if 
they replant, or put in grain 
sorghum.

New mental health 


facilities needed 


By John H . Poerner, State Representative, D Ist. 49 


Mental Health & M e n t a l 
Retardation Center -- Present­ 
ly, citizens f rom the 49th 
District are limited in Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation 
facilities. We have no o u t ­ 
patient care within the D i s ­ 
trict and present in-patient ci­ 
tizens are distributed through­ 
out the State. Comparison of 
case histories on people ha v - 
ing mental problems has prow 
en t hat rehabilitation and 
cure is accomplished 
much 
faster when the patients l i v e 
with individuals from 
their 
own area. 
Previously, assign­ 
ments to dorms and wards had 
been based on similar diagnos­ 
tic symptoms. The 
patient, 
regardless of affliction, needs 
to be engaged in conversation 
and this usually centers around 
similar backgrounds, experi ­ 
ences and happenings in a lo­ 
cality. 


To accommodate this the­ 
ory statewide, it w ill be ne­ 
cessary to construct new faci­ 
lities in areas t ha t presently 
are not served. The San An­ 
tonio sector and that area 
to 
the west and south 
have a 
problem as mental retardation 
patients must go to Austin or 
Corpus Christi. 
T h e r e are 
45,000 retarded adults 
and 
children in San Antonio alone. 


A State Center for Human 
Development has been pro­ 
posed for this area and I have 
been named Chairman of the 
subcommittee for this legisla­ 
tion in the House. I 
woul d 
urge Chambers of Commerce 
and the various Associations 
for Mental Health arid M e n ­ 
tal Retardation to assist in this 
cause. 


Texas Utilities Commis­ 
sion -- I received letters from 


several mayors and Chambers 
of Commerce in the District 
opposing a utility commission 
for Texas. Following the Eas­ 
ter recess at noon on Wednes­ 
day, last week, the State A f­ 
fairs Committee heard argu­ 
er erns for and against a utili­ 
ty commission for f i v e and 
one-half hours. Debates 
on 
telephone rates and el ectr i c 
and gas rates we r e discussed 
in great detail as we 
h ear d 
from the consumer and the 
companies. 
I h a v e 
been 
placed on the subcommittee 
along with four other House 
Members to gain additional 
data. Anyone w i s h i n g 
to 
make a comment about utili­ 
ties In Texas might write to 
me in the next two weeks. I 
w ill be happy to review 
the 
comments personally and pass 
them on to tire other members 
of die subcommittee.

ain running the risk of being 
rn ade look like a fool. I shall 
trust no such advantage w i l l 
be taken in diis case and will 
dierefore continue. 
Tony Garcia is perhaps one 
of many more who should 
have spoken out wh e n 
diey 


w e r e confronted by tills judge 
and told, in sometimes rallier 
harsh tones, to go home and 
fi d their registr itio slips, As 


I mentioned before some peo­ 
ple just did not receive these 
forms • . • most if 
not all 
happen to be Mexican-Amer­ 
icans, I can see where per­ 
haps some of the more t i m id 
and humble people who misfit 
have appeared to vote tor tile 
first time in their lives would 
be discouraged by tins tyge of 
reception. We need all the 
help we can get if we want to 
have good voter tum-outs 
in 
die future. 


I can give you a c ase in 
point in the alleged "intim i­ 
dation" charges, before I do, 
however, maybe I 
should 
point out tiiat "Intimidation’* 
has perhaps different m e a n ­ 
ings or applications to 
the 
Mexican-American than it 
does to the Anglo. I 
cannot 
go into this at this moment as 
it would take a l i f e t i m e of 
flack ground to e v e n try 
to 
make clear interpretations. 


Now die case In poi nt I 
w ant to get to is die one i n- 
volving the incident which oc­ 
curred w lien my wife and 
I 
went to vote. I presented my 
certificate to tile c l e r k who 
took it and recorded my name 
as having been present to vote.

gave, and he preceeded 
to 
look through tile list. 
A fter 
several leafings he told us that 
tile was not on the list and 
that if we were positive that 
tile was registered t hat we 


should go h o m e and 
bring 
proof, I then insisted that I 
knew tile was on tile list and 
asked him to look again. 
He 
told me my name was t he r e 
and that lf I were married my 
wife's name should be the re 
with mine. W e l l . i t is 
no 
fault of mine if my 
w i f e ' s 
name was not placed next to 
mine. As there were several 
A agios around at the time I 
was getting embarrassed, not 
to mention a slow rage build­ 
ing up inside. I then asked 
tile judge (who. by tile way, 
was giving me what I took as 
his "you-dumb-metkin" look 
by that time) lf I could l o o k 
through the list to try to lo­ 
cate my wife's name, (In c i­ 
dentally, at about this 
time 
my wife was giving me 
that 
" let's-forget-about-lt" look.) 
I persisted aud I did find her 
name on another page and we 
were then allowed to vote. 
Now lf you don't consider 
that intimidation, . . 
There axe other incidents 
involving abusive and

PEACH & PLUM TREES 


A good set of d e a c h e s or 
plums nom the t rees which 
are now in full bloom is riot 
a certainty. For, points out 
County Agent Glenn B r a g g , 
insects can damage the fruit 
or even "wipe-out" the crop 
if not controlled. 
Insect c o n t r o l on fruit 
trees, he adds, is largely a 
preventive program. 
Once 
the i n s e c t s begin to cause 
damage, little can be done 
to rid the fruit of the pests 
and prevent further d a rn a ge. 
Most of the c o m m o n fruit 
damaging insects begin their 
activity and reproduction dur­ 
ing the first 30-45 days after 
the trees begin to bloom, not­ 


es the county agent. 
There­ 
fore, insecticides applied dur­ 
ing this early period will con­ 
trol the insects which damage 
the fruit later in the season. 


Homeowners with a 
few 
trees are advised to follow 
a 
prevent spray program. M ala­ 
thion or methoxychlor, either 
in the wettable powder or ern- 
ulsiable concentrate 
f o r m s , 
are effective. They are not 
hazardous when used as direct-- 
ed and will not leave a resi­ 
due. 


The county agent recom­ 
mends four spray applications, 
timed to coincide with bloom 


and fruit formation. The first 
or petal fall spray should be 


applied when about 3/4 of th 
blossom petals ha vc f a l l e n 


The second of shuck sp l i t 
spray should be made in about 
IO days. The third or cover 
spray should follow the second 
spray in IO to 14 days and the 
fourth or second cover spray 
should follow the third appli­ 
cation in 14 to 21 days. 


Should later infestations be­ 
come damaging, a spray con­ 
taining carbaryl (Sevin) w i l l 
give good control. It can be 
safely used on p e a c h e s and 
plums up to the day b e f o r e 
harvest.

Drouth threatens 
erosion losses 


Dust storms that have rav­ 
aged Texas in recent week s 
may get worse b e f o r e they 
get better warns tile head of 
the state's U .S. Soil Conser­ 
vation Service. 


Clyde W. Graham, 
SCS 
State conservationist, 
says 
T exas dust storms have 
reached alarming intensity. 
"Acres damaged by wind ero­ 
sion this blow season are al­ 
ready higher than any y e a r 
since 1965," Graham reports. 
” If we don’t get w i d e s plead 
rains soon, wind erosion dam­ 
ages may reach m id - 19 50 
levels." 
Graham said tile r e c o r d - 
breaking drouth is a m a j o r 
cause of the problem. Many 
areas report winter rainfall to 
be the lowest since r ec o r d s 
were started. 
He said the combination of 
drouth, high winds and l a c k 
of cover was causing serious 
l and damaged actos a wide 
section of the s ta te . 
T h e 
storms are also creating health 
problems fur people wit!; res­ 
piratory ailments. 


Reports from SCS o f f i c es 
tell of roads and streets block­ 
ed with sand and 6-foot drifts 
against houses. And it’s not 
just a farm problem. 
Sandy 
land being stripped bare for 
urban developments is f l o w ­ 
ing, too. 
About 2 million acres of 
land in Texas has been da rn- 
aged by wind erosion tiffs year 
which is about the same as 
1965, This compares to only 
12* ,000 damaged last y e a r . 
'Hie most wind erosion in tile 
past 20 years occurred during 
tile I960 blow season when 2- 
.7 million acres were d a m ­ 
aged. 
Graham expressed concern 
that the 2 million figure 
for 
1971 may double unless it 
rains soon. 


He pointed out, however, 
that conservation 
programs 
pushed by his agency and by 
local soil and water conserva­ 
tion districts have been ex­ 
tremely valuable in curtailing 
wind damages this yew.W hile 
die 2 million acre f i g u r e is 
iffgh, it isn’t close to tile 15 


million acres damaged during 
Dust Bowl days of tile 1930’s. 


"it’s remarkable how land 
covered with a good s u r f a c e 
mulch of crop residue is being 
protected (rom wind erosion,” 
Graham s a i d . 
"Farms and 
ranches covered with conser­ 
vation measures installed un­ 
der tile Great Plains Conserva­ 
tion Program are weathering 
tile wind storms especially 
w ell." 


Graham said that when you 
have good moisture, as 
we 
have had in recent years, wind 
velocity drops, And emergen­ 
cy tillage works as a 
good 
standby measure, Asa result, 
people get by without wind 
damage during good rainfall 
years in spite of the fact that 
their land may be bare, TIU* 
lulls many farmer* into com­ 
placency and they 
i gnor e 
sound conservation f ar mi ng 
principles.
